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‘Grinch’ who stole employees’ Christmas behind bars 


Unpaid workers rejoice after former owner 
of Dairy Cheer found, arrrested in Detroit

The former Dairy 
Cheer owner who alleg¬ 
edly stiffed employees for 
thousands of dollars in 
pay in December of 2011 is 
now behind bars. 

Dubbed “Dairy Grinch” 


by employees furious that 
she closed the restaurant 
and skipped town without 
paying them, Lou Comp¬ 
ton, 68, was arrested late 
last month in Detroit after 
Det. Bryan Taylor of the 
Anderson County Sheriff’s 
Office used social media to 


track her down. 

She was extradited to 
Kentucky on 14 counts of 
theft by unlawful taking 
and was transported to the 
Shelby County Detention 
Center on Nov. 8. 

Her former employees 
said they couldn’t be hap¬ 
pier. 

“I’m glad she’s finally 
behind bars because that’s 
where she belongs,” said 
the restaurant’s former 
general manager, Cath-

erine Zimmerman of Law¬ 
renceburg. “I’m sure we’ll 
all be happy that she’s in a 
place where she belongs.” 

Taylor, a member of 
the U.S. Marshal Service’s 
fugitive passport taskforce, 


said he used a social media 
outlet to find her. 

“It helped me determine 
her vicinity, not her exact 
location,” he said. “I knew

Police find, 
investigate 
human 
remains 


Coroner suspects man was 
from another state

Investigators have plenty of 
clues as to the identity of the 
human remains found Saturday 
night off New Liberty Road in 
western Anderson County. 

Proving who that person was, 
however, will take time and per¬ 
haps an anthropologist. 

The remains were found 
after hunters discovered the 
contents of a wallet and took 
that information to police in 
Lawrenceburg. That triggered 
a full-scale search of the area

by the Anderson County Sher¬ 
iff’s Office, which uncovered 
human bones and other items 
around 9:30 Saturday night, 
according to Det. Bryan Taylor, 
who called in the Anderson 
County Coroner’s Office. 

The search continued Sun¬ 
day and uncovered an array of 
items, including what could be 
more personal property of the 
deceased. 

“About 500 yards of 
woodland and pasture were 
searched,” said Anderson Coun¬ 
ty Coroner, Dr. Mark Tussey. 
“We excavated and recovered 
72 bags of forensic evidence, 
including bones, clothing, eye¬ 
glasses, a cell phone and credit 
cards, and took all of that to 
the [state’s] medical examiner’s 
office.

Aldridge breaks leg after 
falling from ladder while 
hanging tree stand

A Lawrenceburg man 
was injured Monday 
afternoon when he fell 
from a ladder on Harry 
Wise Road while attempt¬ 
ing to hang a tree stand 
for hunting. 

Christopher Aldridge, 

25, of 115 Beth Drive sus¬ 
tained a broken leg when 
he fell an estimated 10 
feet. 

Aldridge and friends 
were hanging the tree 
stand on private property 
about 150 feet into the 
woods near a creek. First 
responders said he was 
using an extension ladder 
to put up what’s known 
as a hang-on stand, which 
has a seat and footrest 
and is clamped to a tree.

Accused 
wife beater 
found in 
victim's attic 

Judge orders Hunter Ridgeman 
held on $100,000 cash bail

A Lawrenceburg man who alleg¬ 
edly threw his wife to the floor in 
August, beat her up and pointed a 
loaded bow at her chest in Septem¬ 
ber and was found 
hiding in her attic in 
November will not 
likely be getting out 
of jail anytime soon. 

Tired of seeing 
Steven Robinson, 34, 
of 233 Hunter Ridge 
Drive violate domestic 
violence protective 
orders only to get 
bailed out of jail, District Court 
Judge Donna Dutton lowered the 
boom on him last Wednesday by 
ordering him to be held on $100,000 
cash bail. 

Dutton originally set bail at 
$25,000 cash, but County Attor¬ 
ney Bobbi Jo Lewis objected and 
requested the higher amount dur¬ 
ing Robinson’s appearance in court 
last Tuesday. 

Robinson’s appearance was just 
the latest in a string of domestic 
violence charges that started in 
August, when a domestic vio¬ 
lence order was issued against the 
unemployed father of three after 
he allegedly threw his wife to the 
floor. That order was later altered 
to allow him to visit provided there 
were no acts of violence or threats, 
according to a police report. 

On Sept. 27, however, Robinson 
allegedly threw his wife “into a box 
spring, a couch and throughout the 
residence,” according to a report 
filed by Trooper Matt Rogers, leav¬ 
ing his wife with bruising on her 
arms and red marks on her face, 
back and throat. 

The report also says that Rob¬ 
inson “took a bow from a case, 
[nocked] an arrow, pulled back the 
string and pointed it at her chest.” 

“The victim stated she was scared 
he’d kill her,” the report adds. 

Robinson was charged with vio¬ 
lation of a protective order, fourth-

degree assault, first-degree wanton endanger- 
ment and held on a $5,000 bond, which was paid 
by his mother, according to court records. 

At that time, Dutton specifically ordered Rob¬ 
inson, who by then was living in Harrodsburg, to 
stay away from his wife. 

Robinson allegedly violated that order Nov. 

4 when, according to court records, he used his 
brother’s truck to travel to the Hunter Ridge resi¬ 
dence and a key he still had to gain access to the 
home. 

An unidentified person apparently saw the 
vehicle and called the police. When Likens 
arrived, he was given permission to search the 
home and found Robinson hiding in his wife’s 
attic, according to his report on the incident. 

He was charged with first-degree stalking, 
tampering with a monitoring device, second- 
degree burglary and intimidating a participant in 
a legal process. 

Robinson was back in court the following day, 
where Dutton revoked his previous bond and 
placed him on $100,000 cash bail. 

Robinson is scheduled to appear Nov. 13 in 
Anderson District Court.

“We can’t confirm the remains 
are the person’s whose ID was 
found, but that’s the most likely 
explanation. 

“He’s from out of state; we 
have contacted his mother and 
his wife.” 

Taylor said it’s still too early 
in the investigation to determine 
if foul play was involved in 
the death of the person whose 


remains were found. Tussey said 
as of Monday, there were no obvi¬ 
ous signs of trauma or evidence 
of a stabbing or gunshot. 

Tussey said determining 
the person’s identification will 
require expertise on several lev¬ 
els, including a forensic anthro¬ 
pologist and forensic dentist. 

Taylor said one of the reasons 
an anthropologist is needed is to 
ensure that only human bones 
are used in the investigation. 

“Some of the bones collected 
are not human, so we’re going to 
take them to an anthropologist 


to find out what is human and 
what isn’t,” Taylor said Monday. 

Tussey said family members 
had no knowledge of the man 
using a dentist, but hopes dental 
records can be recovered from 
the National Guard, where the 
man once served. 

“I’ve contacted the National 
Guard to see if those records can 
be forwarded to me,” he said.

Aldridge had the ladder secured to the tree when 
he fell. 

“He was doing it right, he just slipped and fell 
from the ladder,” Likens said. 

The incident occurred around 3 p.m. and drew 
the response of the sheriff’s office, Anderson 
County EMS, Anderson County Fire and Rescue 
and Kentucky Fish and Wildlife officers. 

To get Aldridge to a waiting ambulance, 
first responders had to cross a small creek with 
Aldridge secured to a portable stretcher. 

Aldridge was then loaded onto a four-wheeler 
and driven up a steep hill to a waiting ambu¬ 
lance, which transported him to the University 
of Kentucky Medical Center. 

Outside of the ambulance, a man apparently 
with Aldridge when he fell was holding the foot¬ 
rest portion of the tree stand and said that when 
he fell, Aldridge threw that portion of the stand 
clear of the man so it wouldn’t land on him.

she was in Wayne Coun¬ 
ty, which is Detroit, and 
I contacted the Marshal 
Service there. 

“They paid her a visit, 
knocked on her door and 
she answered.” 

When contacted 
Monday, several former 
Dairy Cheer employees 
said they had given 
up hope of ever seeing 
Compton brought to 
justice but were glad 
to hear that she was 
caught. 

“I honestly didn’t 
think she would be,” 


said Bridgette Boyer of 
Lawrenceburg, a former 
assistant manager. “She’s 
been on the run for 
almost three years now 
... I didn’t think they’d 
ever catch her.” 

Former employees 
said in 2011 that they 
knew something was 
seriously wrong when 
dozens of paychecks 
bounced. Some said they 
confronted Compton, 
who never showed up 
for a scheduled meet¬ 
ing. A short while later, 
other Dairy Cheer per¬ 
sonnel arrived, asked 
employees to turn over 
their keys, removed 
equipment, changed the 
locks and left, leaving 


them unpaid and angry 
that they wouldn’t be 
able to purchase Christ¬ 
mas gifts for their fami¬ 
lies. 

The community 
rallied, however, and 
brought cash and car¬ 
loads of gifts to employ¬ 
ees who had assembled 
in the West Park park¬ 
ing lot. 

Now, some of those 
employees hold out 
hope they will still 
receive the money they 
are owed. 

“I never thought I’d 
see this day but I am 
very happy to know 
that she is in custody,” 
said former employee 
Christopher Allen Dam- 


rel. “I only received one 
paycheck of $250, which 
I immediately cashed. 
Come to find out, that 
check bounced and put 
me in debt with [my 
bank]. I total, I’m owed 
$500 and would love 
to see us all paid what 
we’re owed.” 

Former employee 
John Robinson said he’s 
back on his feet and no 
longer worried about 
the estimated $1,000 
he is owed, but wasn’t 
exactly in a forgiving 
mood when informed of 
Compton’s arrest. 

“She had it coming to 
her,” said Robinson. “She 
stole money away from 
people who worked

Election night shatters 
pomposity, Democrats 

Column as I see ’em... 

It’s fairly rare that I’m at a loss for words. 

Driving home Tuesday night after watching the local 
Democrat party suffer what has to be the worst defeat 
in its history (I’d soon learn that the rest of America’s 
Democrats did roughly the same), I can’t say 
I was shocked over who won here, but the 
margins were stunning. 

Going into Election Day, I had the utmost 
confidence Marie Hellard would give Family 
Court Judge John David Myles the political 
beat-down most people agreed he so richly 
deserved. Regardless the children or families 
he may have helped, his legacy for many 
will be YouTube videos of him cursing and 
otherwise being rude to people in his court¬ 
room. He can dismiss that as being stern 
when needed, but he holds that as a demon¬ 
strably singular view. Further, while his black robe may 
have been superb at hiding a stained tie, it certainly 
failed at hiding what was almost universally viewed as 
his pomposity.

_ are otherwise fairly well liked 

— who doesn’t like Robbie 
Hume? — wouldn’t be enough 
to knock down the impreg¬ 
nable wall that keeps the city 
council and its members from 
voter harm. (More on those 
folks in a few). 

Despite predictions of a close 
race from those supposedly 
in the know, I was almost as 
certain Democrat Faura Fink 
Gillis threw the first shovel 
of dirt on her own campaign’s 
coffin when she got loose with 
her anecdotal criticism (some 
called it hearsay) of Republi¬ 
can County Clerk Jason Denny, 
and that his supporters would 
show up with backhoes on 
Election Day to finish the job. 

If you’re going to play, play 
nice. 

Then there was the judge- 
executive’s race, which most 
were also saying was going to be a nail-biter between 
Democrat John Wayne Conway and Republican chal¬ 
lenger Orbrey Gritton. Being that in 24 years of public 
office Conway had never been defeated — not to men¬ 
tion the electorate’s proclivity to give the job to Demo¬ 
crats, almost no matter what — I figured it would prob¬ 
ably tip Conway’s way when the dust settled, but he’d 
know he’d been in a tough race. 

Not that I had a thing against Gritton, who was 
always a very affable guy when we bumped into each 
other; heck, our boys have at times chummed around 
together in school. 

Yet despite Gritton’s obvious blitzkrieg campaign that 
had yard signs with his smiling face on what appeared 
to be every road and street in Anderson County, I just 
couldn’t see a county registered 2-to-l Democrat stray¬ 
ing that far off their party’s reservation. 

Boy, was I wrong. Gritton took a 10-furlong lead right 
out of the gate and never even looked back. He won all 
but the two precincts in Conway’s 6th District stomping 
grounds, but even they were fairly close.

It would be easy to dismiss Conway’s defeat as him 
(and two Democrat magistrates) being victims of the 
Republican wave that started in North Carolina and 
Georgia, began to crest when it rolled over us and 
slammed into the Midwest.

Conway campaigned four years ago on a variety of 
issues, but the one that really ginned up folks was his 
talk of Anderson County finally getting a swimming 
facility.

He even tried 
every angle to figure out a way to finance one without 
raising taxes and, at the end of the day, doing so simply 
wasn’t possible. 

During the intervening years he fixed myriad prob¬ 
lems that included paving roads, replacing worn out 
highway and EMS equipment and addressed decades- 
old building needs for the sheriff and the clerk. 

Trouble is, none of the above has the eye candy 
appeal of a swimming facility, no matter how necessary 
or important. Ask a young family living in the city if 
they’d rather see Puckett Road paved or a swimming 
facility and the answer will be the same every time. 

Of course that may be way off base. If so, I’d be inter¬ 
ested in hearing other viewpoints. 

As for city council, it remains a mystery if the 
Republican wave would have made a difference were 
those and the mayoral elections based on political par¬ 
ties. Of course that would have required Republicans to 
file for those seats, which I’m fairly sure didn’t happen 
to any great degree. 

Frankly, I see no reason those races, along with seats 
are on the school board and for judgeships, aren’t par¬ 
tisan. There’s a reason people register the way they do, 
and not knowing the party of any candidate eliminates 
a key element I’m convinced most people would prefer 
to know.

Digging down to words’ roots 


A s a gardener, I’m 

very familiar with 
roots. As a writer, I’m 
very familiar with words. 

I thought I’d 
put the two 
together this 
week and look 
into the origins 
of some of the 
phrases we use 
or hear regu¬ 
larly. That’s a 
bit unusual for 
a gardening col¬ 
umn and you 
may think me 
“mad as a hat¬ 
ter” for doing it. 

The most plausible 
origin of the phrase “As 
mad as a hatter,” meaning 
utterly insane, is attributed 
to the use of mercury in 
the making of felt hats in 
the 1800s. One of the symp¬ 
toms of mercury poisoning 
is insanity, so maybe that 
hatter should “turn over a 
new leaf.” 

To “turn over a new leaf” 
means a fresh start and it 
came into use in the 1500s. 
At that time, pages in books 
were referred to as leaves. 
When they turned over a 
new leaf it meant a blank 
page in a workbook to start 
a new lesson. Perhaps the 
hatter should become a 
farmer. Nothing could go 
haywire with that. Right? 

Living on a farm, means 
using equipment, and 
with lots of use, something 
frequently goes wrong or 
simply goes “haywire.” 
Haywire is actually light¬ 
weight wire used in baling 


machines to tie up bales of 
hay. Becoming popular in 
the early 1900s, the term 
actually comes from the 
expression “hay-wire out¬ 
fit” and the U.S. Forestry 
used it to describe compa¬ 
nies that patched up faulty 
machinery with haywire, 
instead of making proper, 
long term fixes. 

Perhaps if the hatter 
learned to fix equipment 
properly he’d sure be 
“worth his salt.” Worth 
your salt means that you 
deserve the pay or reward 
that you get. For thousands 
of years, salt was highly 
prized and this saying dates 
all the way back to the 
time of Roman soldiers. 

The Roman army paid its 
soldiers partly in actual 
salt. 

Today, we take salt for 
granted. It’s easy to get 
and cheap. We might even 
have a shaker, stashed in a 
tree, down by the garden. 
Those of us who enjoy eat¬ 
ing tomatoes like apples, 
usually have a stash some¬ 
where close, especially if 
we have a “bumper crop” of 
a season. 

“Bumper” meaning 
plentiful, wasn’t originally 
associated with agriculture. 
Strange, but true. The origi¬ 
nal “bumper” was a large 
cup, filled to the brim with 
wine and used for toasting. 
The bumper term comes 
from hitting the cups 
together, but by the 17th 
century it simply meant 
anything large. 

A large harvest means 


working from dawn to 
dusk to get it in, and stored, 
while you can. We’ve 
all heard the old saying 
“make hay while the sun 
shines.” Well, we’ve been 
saying it since the 14th 
century. When hay is cut 
to be stored, it has to dry or 
it will mold and rot. Back 
then and today, the sun was 
the only efficient source to 
dry it. That’s why Daylight 
Savings Time came about. 

Light, has always been 
a motivator of behavior. 
Where do you think the 
phrase” being in the lime¬ 
light” came from original¬ 
ly? Did you think of actual 
lime, like the fertilizer 
we put on soil? Well, you 
should. Back in the 1840s, 
theaters heated chunks of 
lime with an open, focused 
flame to create calcium 
oxide, which carried a 
beam or spot of light. 

Now, let’s make hay 
while the sun still shines. 
Turn over a new leaf and 
get that equipment proper¬ 
ly stored for winter. Throw 
a few cotton balls, soaked 
in peppermint oil, among 
the motor and wires of any 
piece of equipment and you 
won’t have any mice nest¬ 
ing there for the winter to 
drive you mad as a hatter. 
That’s always a plus in my 
book. Happy Growing.

New host confirmed for emerald ash borer 


On Oct. 14, the USDA Sys¬ 
tematic Entomology Labo¬ 
ratory (SEL) at the Smithso¬ 
nian confirmed 
the partial adult 
and larval speci¬ 
mens recovered 
from a white 
fringetree (Chi- 
onanthus vir- 
ginicus) as emer¬ 
ald ash borer 
(EAB) (Agrilus 
planipennis 
Fairmaire). EAB 
larvae and a 
partial adult specimen were 
collected from four white 
fringetrees up to 20 miles 
distant from one another 
in the Dayton, Ohio area. 
Also present in the infested 
material were D-shaped exit 
holes and fully developed 
galleries identical to those 
caused by EAB. 

Based on these findings, 
APHIS PPQis conducting 


studies to determine the full 
extent to which EAB is able 
to complete its life cycle and 
utilize white fringetree as a 
host, which will take several 
months. APHIS is also revis¬ 
iting previous research on 
whether other members of 
the olive family can serve as 
hosts to EAB and whether 
this is a local phenomenon 
or occurring across the EAB 
infested part of white frin- 
getree’s range. 

APHIS will engage 
national, state and indus¬ 
try partners as part of the 
regulatory decision making 
process should APHIS offi¬ 
cially declare white fringet¬ 
ree as an EAB host and the 
plant and its parts as regu¬ 
lated articles under the EAB 
regulations and quarantine. 
Agency experts and leaders 
will be discussing this issue 
to determine the implica¬ 
tions of this new informa¬ 


tion to the regulatory and 
detection aspects of the EAB 
program. 

White fringetree is in the 
olive family, as is the genus 
Fraxinus (ash). While other 
members of the olive fami¬ 
ly, including lilac and privet, 
were tested for host suitabil¬ 
ity, those species were not 
considered suitable hosts 
for EAB. Further study 
and evaluation of white 
fringetree’s suitability as 
a host will be undertaken. 
White fringetree is native 
to the United States and 
grows wild from New Jersey 
south to Florida and west to 
Oklahoma and Texas. It is 
a popular ornamental tree 
that has been planted in 
other parts of the country.

“No, you are our guest. We 
wouldn’t have it any other 
way,” Paul Ryan said as I 
offered to pay for my meal. 

To me, Mr. Ryan is THE 
Paul Ryan. The guy who ran 
for Vice-President in 2012? 

I like him. But he’s just a 
member of Congress. 

The Paul Ryan I know 
personally is Col. Ryan to 
me. He had traveled from 
his home in western Ken¬ 
tucky to join a group of vet-

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erans and their families 
for the annual gathering 
of retirees from the Unit¬ 
ed States Property and 
Fiscal Office of the Ken¬ 
tucky National Guard. 

It’s a part of the state 
headquarters in Frankfort 
and is where my father 
spent most of his 35-year 
career serving our coun¬ 
try Col. Ryan was younger 
than my father but was 
his commanding officer 
for much of his career. 

When I took my mom 
to the reunion, I knew 
only a handful of the 
people there. However, 

I recognized Col. Ryan 
immediately. His hair was 
much grayer than the 
last time I had seen him 
but otherwise, he hadn’t 
changed a bit. 

He was wearing a 
Kentucky Wildcat sweat¬ 
shirt, which caused me to 
remember how he talked 
with me about my heroes, 
Louie Dampier, Dan Issell 
and other Wildcats, when 
I would visit my dad’s 
office as a kid. 

“Your father was a good 
man,” Col. Ryan said of 
my dad, CW4 Allen Hern¬ 
don. “We had a lot of good 
people here.” 

Indeed. I never really 
knew what my father did. 
He never said much about 
his ob. I just knew he was 
proud of his job - he was a 
full-time member of the 
guard - and that he would 
miss church one Sunday 
a month to take part in 
what we referred to as 
“drill.” 

And I remembered he 
was gone a lot when riots 
broke out in Louisville in 
the late 1960s and again 
on the University of Ken¬ 
tucky campus following 
the Kent State shootings 
in 1970. “There were times 
when it was just your 
father and me here at 
state headquarters,” Col. 
Ryan remembered. 

It wasn’t the kind of 
military job that would 


have prompted a John 
Wayne movie, but the 
older I get, the more I 
realize how important it 
was too. 

Several years ago, I 
read “The Sons of Bard- 
stown” by Jim Wilson. It 
tells how Bardstown, Ky., 
in the next county over 
from where I live and 
grew up, was affected 
by the Vietnam War. 

The Amazon preview 
says, “This is a moving, 
superbly reported profile 
of one small Kentucky 
town and the dispropor¬ 
tionately high number of 
young men it sacrificed 
to the American cause in 
Vietnam, including five 
as the result of a single, 
brief, militarily meaning¬ 
less battle.” 

My father made that 
‘militarily meaningless 
battle’ mean something to 
a young person grappling 
with how he viewed a 
world shaped by that war. 
I was only 10 years old 
when five members of a 
Bardstown-based National 
Guard unit were over¬ 
run by the Viet Cong and 
lost their lives. Yet I still 
remember my dad talk¬ 
ing abou tthat night. 

“Oh, yes, we knew some 
of those guys,” Col. Ryan 
told me. “We were sending 
things to that unit all the 
time.” 

Col. Ryan explained 
how the system worked 
and how people my 
father knew gave the ulti¬ 
mate sacrifice. 

But there was one 
thing neither Col. Ryan 
or anyone else in that 
meeting of greatness had 
to explain that day: Their 
service was, and is, impor¬ 
tant. 

And they are proud of 
that service. 

They should be. 

Thanks, dad. Thanks, 
Col. Ryan. 

And thanks to all who 
have personnified what 
real greatness is.

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'Cafe on the Comer' paints picture of small-town life 

Local band Puncheon Creek unviels new CD, plans release party Nov. 15 at Wild Turkey Trace

After four years of 
work and dedication, 
the members of Pun¬ 
cheon Creek have their 
first album to show for 
their efforts, and they 
couldn’t be happier. 

The locally produced 
and mixed album “Cafe 
on the Corner” paints a 
picture of small town 
life from the “Cafe 
on the Corner” about 
Jocko’s, a local cafe in 
Cory don, Indiana where 
townspeople would talk 
about the game over a 
burger and apple pie, to 
an ode to a late barber 
at the Zandale Barber 
Shop in Lexington. 

The band originally 
started with two mem¬ 
bers, Steve Ross, who 
plays harmony vocals, 
mandolin, guitar and 
accordion, and Keith 
Freeman, who plays 
harmony vocals and 
guitar. Ross and Free¬ 
man were college room¬ 
mates while attending 
University of Kentucky. 
They’d conduct jam ses¬ 
sions in the living room 
and play around with 
sound. 

“That was when we 
developed a love of blue- 
grass and acoustic music 
for sure,” said Freeman. 

In 2000, Ross and Tim 
Frederick, who plays 
lead vocals and wrote 
most of the songs on the 
album, sang together at 
a First Christian Church 
talent show. 

Brandon Warren was 
the last band member 
to add into the mix, but 
he brought a rich back¬ 
ground in music. He 
parents played gospel 
music. He described his 
father as a musically 
talented man who could 
pick up any instrument 
and play it. In 1986, War¬ 
ren started playing the 
bass. 

The band members 
were influenced by a 
variety of music from 
Motown, bluegrass, 

1940s big band jazz, 
rock icons such as Led 
Zepplin and the Beatles 
and popular folk artists 
including Neil Young 
and Waylon Jennings. 
They describe their 
sound as “Americana 
folk rock.” 

“A lot of people say 
our music is fun,” said 
Warren. 

Lynette Ross, Steve’s 
wife of 25 years, said it’s

been exciting to see the 
album come together. 
Occasionally, they’d 
have her listen to bits 
and pieces of songs and 
ask for her feedback. 

She said her favorite 
song is “Rock that Tulsa 
Town.” 

“I love the visual 
aspects of the album. 
You can mentally pic¬ 
ture it,” she said. “I love 
the warmth and expres¬ 
siveness of Tim’s voice. 
You can tell he cares 
about what he sings 
about.” 

Since he travels a lot, 
Frederick said most of 
the songs he’s written 
have been inspired by 
the things he’s seen. 
Some of the songs 
are Anderson County 
inspired. 

“Bonds Mill Dam” is 
a bluegrass song about 
an elderly man fish¬ 
ing with his grandchild 
under the dam. The 
grandfather uses fishing 
a teaching opportunity 
to share the Gospel with 
his grandson using the 
loaves of bread and fish¬ 
ing analogy from the 
Bible. Later in the song, 
the grandson becomes 


a grandfather and he 
teaches the same story 
to his grandson while 
fishing at Bonds Mill 
Dam. 

“Hobo Gang” is a fun, 
fictional folk song about 
a gang of thieves who 
made their way through 
Lawrenceburg, Danville 
and other nearby towns. 

“Lizzie” 
was written 
by Freeman. 

It’s about a 
1952 Dodge 
Meadow- 
brook that 
his parents 
bought 
from a cous¬ 
ins when 
he was 6 years old. The 
Dodge was in really bad 
shape, and they’d often 
get odd looks while driv¬ 
ing through his home¬ 
town of Lawrenceburg. 
Freeman decided to 
capture that childhood 
memory into a song. 

In 2009, Ross com¬ 
pleted the basement 
recording studio, 
Unhinged Studios, at his 
home. Unhinged Studios 
got its name from the 
wood and hinges from 
an old tobacco barn used 


to decorate the space. 
The studio was a great 
asset in completing the 
album, allowing them to 
avoid studio rental fees 
and time to play around 
with mixing. The studio 
is also utilized by Ross’ 
son Roger who plays 
drums and percussion in 
a jazz band at Belmont 
University. 

Mixing 
was the 
most com¬ 
plicated 
aspect of 
producing 
the album 
because 
they did not 
have much 
experience with mix¬ 
ing. They’d start with a 
“scratch track” recorded 
for tempo for the band 
members to play in 
headphones while one 
instrument or vocal was 
recorded at a time. 

“It was a trial and 
error process,” said War¬ 
ren. 

They used mixing to 
integrate recorded cafe 
sounds from the Nosh- 
ville restaurant in Nash¬ 
ville, Tennessee and the 
late Marvin Wesley “Pee 


Wee” Robinson was the 
vocie behind “son, have 
a burger” and “order up” 
recorded in the track. 

“Time to Fly” was 
recorded with a variety 
of chord progressions to 
give it that hot air bal¬ 
loon soaring through 
the sky type feel. War¬ 
ren describes it as their 
“Sargent Pepper song” 
because it’s so different 
from the other songs 
on the album. “Time to 
Fly” was written by Ross 
and sang by Warren to 
pay tribute to Ed LaFon- 
taine, a balloonist and 
pioneer in aviation, dur¬ 
ing his retirement at the 
annual Farmers Bank 
Picnic in 2007. 

Many local people 
came together to lend 
their talents to the 
album. Greg Marsee, of 
Versailles, played viola 
and cello for “Time to 
Fly.” The late Anderson 
County historian W.J. 
Smith provided the 
1915 baptism picture at 
Bonds Mill Damn for the 
album. Charlie Moffett 
took the album cover 
photo and Becky Law¬ 
less took photos of the 
band in the studio and 


designed the CD. Jerry 
Shely played dobro 
on ’’Old Rusty’s Still” 
and Roger Ross played 
drums on several tracks. 

Discmakers put 
together the album, and 
often provides feedback 
to the bands by much to 
the band’s surprise, they 
had no tips for improv¬ 
ing the album. 

Though it took 
four years to produce 
Puncheon Creek’s first 
album, they consider it 
well worth the wait to 
produce a product they 
are proud of. There’s 
no rest of the weary 
though, they plan to get 
to work immediately on 
their second album.

Local veterans honored with a service and meal

Anderson County veterans 
were honored Sunday after¬ 
noon with a service and a 
catered meal. 

The service was hosted by 
members of American Legion 
Auxiliary Unit 34, and the 
meal was provided by local 
churches Family Worship 
Center, Open Bible and New 
Life Christian Fellowship. 

Col. Charles T. Jones of the 
Kentucky Army National 
Guard was the guest speaker 
for the event. He spoke of the

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Man charged in Walmart parking lot stabbing released

Michael Aaron Joseph, who 
was charged with first degree 
assault for stabbing a man in 
the Walmart parking lot in 
Aug. 2013, was released from 
the Shelby County Detention 
Center and placed on proba¬ 
tion Tuesday of last week. 

Joseph, 28, of 1777 Bypass 
South fled the scene shortly 
after the stabbing, according 
to court documents. Law- 
renceburg Police officers 
found Joseph at his home 
address where he admitted 


via recorded audio to stab¬ 
bing Cedric Washington in 
the abdo¬ 
men. Joseph 
explained the 
stabbing was 
self-defense 
in an attempt 
to defend 
his family, 
according to 
court docu¬ 
ments. 

First 

degree assault is a Class B 
Felony that is considered the 
most serious assault crime. 


According to state statutes, 
first degree assault typically 
carries a penalty of at least 
10 years imprisonment and 
with the maximum of 20 
years imprisonment. 

Joseph accepted the Com¬ 
monwealth of Kentucky 
Court of Justice plea deal in 
September, which reduced 
the first degree assault 
charge to second degree 
assault with a $155 in court 
costs fee. 

He was released from the 
Shelby County Detention 
Center Nov. 4 and agreed to 


the terms of his three-year 
probation, according to court 
documents. 

Successful completion of 
an anger management pro¬ 
gram was one of the terms of 
probation outlined through 
the Anderson County Circuit 
Court. 

In June, Joseph was also 
charged with third degree 
terroristic threatening for 
allegedly threatening to kill 
Shelby Joseph, his wife, or her 
family if she left him. Shelby 
Joseph also stated that her 
husband “threatens her all 


the time and hits her,” accord¬ 
ing to an arrest warrant. 

A GPS monitoring device 
was placed on Joseph upon 
being released on probation, 
and he was ordered to have 
no contact his wife, according 
to court documents. 

Joseph is scheduled to 
appear in Anderson County 
District Court for the separate 
terroristic threatening charge 
Nov. 13.

Historical Society to present 
Who Shot Gov. Goebel?’ 


From staff reports 

On Thursday, Nov. 20 
a program called “Caleb 
Powers: Who Shot Gov¬ 
ernor Goebel?” with Mr. 
Powers being portrayed 
by Duane Murner, will 
bring a mystery from 
the past to Anderson 
County, according 
a news release. The 
intriguing, historical 
event tells of a political 
murder that has never 
been solved to this day. 

On Jan. 30,1900, 
Caleb Powers, recently 
elected Kentucky Sec¬ 
retary of State, found 
himself at the center 
of an assassination in 
Frankfort. The victim 
was William Goebel, 
president of the Ken¬ 
tucky senate, who had 
just been defeated in 
the governor’s race 
but was contesting the 
results, according to a 
news release. The day 
after the shooting on 
the Capitol grounds, 
Goebel was sworn in as 


governor. Three days 
later, Goebel died. 
Powers was one of 
three men tried and 
convicted for the mur¬ 
der of Goebel, Powers’ 
political rival. Through 
a series of trials Pow¬ 
ers was convicted of 
Goebel’s murder three 
times. Each time, how¬ 
ever, Kentucky’s Appel¬ 
late Court reversed the 
decision. His fourth 
trial resulted in a dead¬ 
locked jury. 

After spending eight 
years in prison, Powers 
was pardoned by Gov. 
Augustus Wilson. He 
went on to be elected 
to the United States 
Congress and served 
four consecutive terms 
as a Kentucky repre¬ 
sentative. In 1918, he 
chose not to see a fifth 
term and, for the next 
13 years, he served as 
counsel to the U.S. Ship¬ 
ping Board in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. The murder 
has never been solved.

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Gratitude brings awareness to God's presence 


E nglish poet John 
Milton, best known 
for his poem “Para¬ 
dise Lost,” 
penned 
these 
words: 

“Gratitude 
bestows 
reverence, 
allow¬ 
ing us to 
encounter 
everyday 
epiphanies, 
those tran¬ 
scendent moments of 
awe that change forever 
how we experience life 
and the world.” 

Milton suggests that 
nestled in gratitude 
and thankfulness is a 
fountain of newness and 
happiness that we can 
encounter on a daily 
basis. I don’t believe this 
to be an aimless musing 
or unattainable goal. 

The key is making the 
choice to be grateful in 
spite of our situations 
and circumstances. 

As the season has 
changed and fall is 
present, we all feel the 
approach of the end 


of another year. This 
almost automatically 
shifts us into a feel¬ 
ing of reflection and 
inspection. From the 
beginning of the year 
until now, so much has 
changed and so many 
things have occurred 
rather rapidly. Our 
nation has faced many 
challenges, including 
mass unemployment, 
displacement of fami¬ 
lies, market and invest¬ 
ment crisis and most 
recently, a new and 
increasing military con¬ 
flict. We all have felt the 
impact of rising prices 
on food and commodi¬ 
ties, while many have 
experienced no increase 
in pay. Many small busi¬ 
nesses struggle just to 
make ends meet, while 
others have had to close 
their doors after years of 
operation. 

In light of all of the 
above, the question 
could be asked, for what 
is there to be grate¬ 
ful? How possibly can 
I be thankful in times 
like these? In 1 Thes- 
salonians 5:18 (NLT), the 


scriptures admonish 
us to give thanks in all 
things, as this is the will 
of God concerning us in 
Christ Jesus. 

Notice the scripture 
does not instruct us 
to give thanks for all 
things, but rather in all 
things. This is in concert 
with Milton’s suggestion 
that as we give thanks 
and possess a sense of 
gratitude, this brings a 
reverence and aware¬ 
ness of God’s presence. 

Once in the presence 
of God, we can have 
moments of joy, peace 
and happiness in spite of 
all we are currently fac¬ 
ing.

T hird and long notes... 

You can’t say Anderson 
County put on a clinic Friday 
night but the Bearcats looked mighty 
good in whipping a 
mighty good Scott team 
in the first round of the 
state football playoffs. 

Anderson put a con¬ 
vincing win up on a 
team that has quietly 
been raising its level of 
play over the last two 
years. 

In 2013, Scott won 
its first seven games, 
including a win over the same Cooper 
team that gave Anderson fits in the 
first round of the playoffs. This sea¬ 
son, Scott opened with five wins in its 
first six games before faltering. 

However, Scott had given South 
Oldham fits on Oct. 17 in Crestwood. 
That is the same South Oldham team 
that Anderson will try to take down 
this week at Dragon Stadium. 

Much of the credit has to go to the 
underrated Anderson defense. While 
the Anderson offense struggled 
against a Scott defense that was statis¬ 
tically one of the best in Class 5A, the 
Bearcat defenders were not allowing 
Scott to get anything going in its pow¬ 
erful running game. 

While Scott’s eventual total of 197 
yards on the ground would never 
cause defensive stat geeks to salivate, 
it propelled Anderson to victory. The 
Eagles had come in averaging more 
than 280 yards a game, sixth best in 
Class 5A. The Eagles chalked up a 
good portion of their total on a fourth 
quarter drive long after the winner 
had been decided. 

Late in the second quarter, the 
Bearcats put together a 16-play, 
88-yard drive that was basically beat¬ 
ing Scott at its own game. Then, when 
Lane Bicknell picked off a pass early 
in the third quarter, the Bearcats 
pounced on the opportunity. The 
four-play, 58-yard drive resulted in 
Russell scoring his third touchdown. 

More than that, it resulted in 
Anderson playing with the swagger 
of a champion. Scott began to look 
like a team that knewthe outcome. 

The offense clicked much of the 
second half and the Bearcats were 
well on their way to the next round 
of the playoffs. 

Anderson did show a big concern 
when Bearcat kickers missed three 
of five extra point tries Friday night. 
Those seemingly automatic points 
become bigger in the playoffs, where 
every game could be the last. 

That one little point often makes a 
huge difference. 

**What a year some former Ander¬ 
son players are having at the college 
level. 

Anderson County’s Jacob Russell 
has shaken off the rust of having no 
real game action in almost four years 
to rewrite the passing record books at 
Campbellsville University. 

To refresh your memory, Russell 
signed with Eastern Kentucky Uni¬ 
versity following an all-state career 
at Anderson. He played a few games 
in Richmond as a true freshman in 
the fall of 2010, but then transferred 
to the University of Kentucky as a 
walak on. 

He was impressive in the 2012 
Blue-White game, but over the sum¬ 
mer found himself well down the 
depth chart. He left Joker Phillips’ 
team to play baseball at UK, but saw 
limited action. 

Russell transferred to Camp¬ 
bellsville and is playing both sports 
there. He’s led the Tigers to upsets of 
Georgetown, at the time ranked No. 

3 in the NAIA, and Saturday, engi¬ 
neered a comeback win over No. 4 
Faulkner. 

It’s been quite a year in Campbells¬ 
ville. 

Three Anderson players are also 
experiencing great a great year 
at Centre College, which remains 
unbeaten after whipping Millsaps. 

It’s Division III football where the 
players seem to be as interested in 
their calculus or literature classes as 
they are in Coach Andy Frye’s play- 
book. But regardless of the level, any 
time a team is 9-0, it is something to 
notice. 

Anderson graduate Steven Sims 
has been seeing quite a bit of action 
on the Colonels’ defensive line, while 
Seth Carmichael and Tristin Ashburn 
are members of the team.

Fishing remains productive during deer season 


FINs lakes stocked 
with rainbow trout

Ky. Dept, of Fish & Wildlife 

Kentucky offers some 
of the finest deer hunt¬ 
ing found anywhere, 
and the modern gun 
deer season stands as 
one of the most antici¬ 
pated opportunities 
each year. 

Its allure draws many 
anglers away from the 
water in November. 

U A lot of people start 
to put up their fish¬ 
ing gear this time of 
year and head for the 
woods,” said Dane Bals- 
man, urban fisheries 
research biologist with 
the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wild¬ 
life Resources. “There 
are a lot of good fishing 
opportunities in the fall 
and a lot less pressure. 
You can have some of 
your best fishing this 
time of year.” 

Anglers don’t have to 
travel far to find a pro¬ 
ductive spot. 

Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife started the 
Fishing In Neighbor¬ 
hoods program in 2006 
as a way to expand 


fishing opportunities 
for anglers living in the 
state’s largest cities. 

Initially limited to a 
handful of lakes in cen¬ 
tral and northern Ken¬ 
tucky, the program took 
off and now includes 40 
lakes across the state. 

In October and 
November, Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife stocks 
a total of 57,000 rainbow 
trout in FINs lakes. 

A small in-line spin¬ 
ner or a 1/8-ounce spoon 
in silver or gold are good 
bets. Brightly-colored 
dough baits formulated 
for trout and corn fished 
on the bottom or sus¬ 
pended under a bobber 
also are consistent pro¬ 
ducers. 

FINs lakes are stocked 
with channel catfish 
and hybrid sunfish in 
spring and summer. The 
bass and bluegill popu¬ 
lations are monitored 
and supported with 
stockings as needed. 

“Those other fish 
are still feeding pretty 
heavily in November 
trying to pack on some 
pounds for the cold 
winter months when 
they’re not as active,” 
Balsman said. 

Daily limits for FINs 
lakes are five rainbow 


trout, four catfish, one 
largemouth bass over 15 
inches and 15 bluegill or 
other sunfish. 

Anglers ages 16 and 
older will need a state¬ 
wide fishing license, 
unless exempt. Licensed 
anglers who intend to 
keep their trout also 
must purchase a trout 
permit. The permit is 
included in the Sports¬ 
man’s license and Senior 
license. 

“If you’re going to 
catch and release trout, 
practice good tech¬ 
niques,” Balsman said. 
“Don’t use a dry towel 
or step on the fish to 
get the hook out. Try to 
keep it damp with your 
hands. If it swallows the 
hook, you’re probably 
better off cutting the 
line.” 

The tail water below 
Lake Cumberland’s Wolf 
Creek Dam is a year- 
round fishery renowned 
for trout, striped bass 
and walleye. 

Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife biologists 
sampled the area within 
the past week and 
found mostly rainbows 
around Helm’s Land¬ 
ing and mostly brown 
trout down around the 
Burkesville area near 


the KY 61 bridge. 

Crankbaits that 
imitate crawfish and 
minnows are effective 
for trout. Work either 
with a steady retrieve 
or quick jerks to entice 
strikes. 

Anglers should con¬ 
sult the U.S. Army Corps 
of Engineers website 
at www.lrn.usace.army. 
mil for the water release 
and generation sched¬ 
ule. 

“If you like a big fish, 
it’s probably the best 
place to catch a huge 
striper because they’ve 
got plenty to eat and 
the water conditions 
are nice and cool,” Wil¬ 
liams said. “You never 
see a skinny striper in 
the tailwater. They’re 
always bruisers. The 
walleye always look nice 
down there. I wouldn’t 
say there’s big numbers 
of either one of those 
but there’s some and 
they’re always in good 
condition. The brook 
trout are coming on, 
too.” 

The license year 
doesn’t end until Feb. 28, 
2015, so get out this deer 
season, enjoy some great 
fishing and get your 
money’s worth on your 
fishing license.

At the time, the 
Bearcats and the Drag¬ 
ons were seen as district 
favorites. If all went 
as planned, the teams 
would meet again in the 
regional championship 
game. 

Things didn’t go as 
planned. South Oldham 
kept its end of the bar¬ 
gain, winning the Class 
5 A, District 5 champion¬ 
ship, albeit with a blem¬ 
ish coming in a loss to 
Conner. 

Anderson stumped 
its toe against Pranklin 
County, though, and 
finished second in Dis¬ 
trict 6. That meant the 
teams would play in the 
regional semi-finals. 

And it should be a 
dandy. 

The Rating the State 
rankings that appeared 
in Monday’s Lexington 
Herald-Leader have 
Anderson ranked third 
in Class 5A, South 
Oldham fourth. The 
Courier-Journal Litrat- 
ings place South Old¬ 
ham fifth and Anderson 
eighth. 

“They have had a 
great season so far,” 
Anderson coach Mark 
Peach says. “Coach 
(Jamie) Reed has done 
a fantastic job at South 
Oldham.”

not put up as many 
offensive fireworks as 
the year went on. The 52 
points the Dragons put 
on the Bearcats were the 
most they had scored 
this year until ripping 
East Jessamine, 56-7, 
in last week’s playoff 
action.

closer to returning to 
the top in 2014. 

“We did have high 
hopes in the beginning 
(of the most recent 
season),” says Anderson 
coach Jason Earnest. 

“We started out well in 
pre-season against some 
teams that we should do 
well against. Once the 
season started we ran 
into some difficulties, 
especially scoring.” 

Earnest, an eternal 
optimist when it comes 
to his team, began to 
have some doubts. 

“About three differ¬ 
ent times prior to the 
middle of September, I 
thought, This may not 
be our year,”’ he admits. 
“We had some injuries to 
our senior leaders and 
a lot of concern over 
who could score for us. 
Knowing we were get¬ 
ting significant minutes 
from three freshmen 
and three sophomores, it 
was understandable.”

finale. But Anderson 
had suddenly found its 
stride, rolling through 
the 30 th District Tourna¬ 
ment and advancing to 
the regional champion¬ 
ship game before the 
eventual state champi¬ 
ons eliminated the Lady 
Cats. 

South Oldham defeat¬ 
ed Owensboro Catholic, 
4-1, in the state finals 
Saturday. It was South’s 
seventh state champion¬ 
ship but first since 2002. 

“We had a week off 
towards the end of Sep¬ 
tember, then we went 
on a nice winning streak 
after that. Our only loss 
came to a good Beth¬ 
lehem team, but even 
then we were down 3-0 
and came back and had 
very opportunity to 
win that one too. Those 
games gave us a lot of 
confidence going into 
the post-season. Then 
winning close games 
in (the district tourna¬ 
ment) but dominating 
those games was a good 
feeling. Early in the sea¬ 
son, we may have domi¬ 
nated but would lose or 
tie. At the end, we were 
pulling games out.” 

Which has already 
fueled some excitement 
and expectations for 
2015. 

Anderson will lose six 


seniors. While they were 
not among the statistics 
leaders, Earnest believes 
they will be difficult 
to replace.

“I am so excited for 
next year,” Earnest says.

I have audited the accompanying financial statements of the government activities, the business-type activities, each major fund, and the 
aggregate remaining fund information of City of Lawrenceburg, Kentucky, (“the City”), as of and for the year ended June 30, 2014, and the 
related notes to the financial statements, which collectively comprise the City’s basic financial statements as listed in the table of contents. 

Management’s Responsibility for the Financial Statements 

Management is responsible for the preparation and fair presentation of these financial statements in accordance with accounting principles 
generally accepted in the United States of America; this includes the design, implementation, and maintenance of internal control relevant to the 
preparation and fair presentation of financial statements that are free from material misstatement, whether due to fraud or error. 

Auditor’s Responsibility 

My responsibility is to express an opinion on these financial statements based on my audits. I conducted my audits in accordance with 
auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America and the standards applicable to financial audits contained in “Government 
Auditing Standards,” issued by the Comptroller General of the United States.
